As Sor the réyalists, he declared that 
if the Bulgarians indlented in freo cleetions that they desired a monarehy , 
he would be among the first to welcore the king, Earev added that at present 
there is no’ indication the people went a monarchy, Purthermore, the king 
has given little indicasion that he ally would like to return to the 
throne, 


4. This. speech by Rerev made a deep impression on the 40 Bulgarians assembled 
and-dlmest half of them voiced their agrecnent with Barer. Many others 
stated that they vould await the visit of Dinitrov before deciding which 
group to support. Rarey left Trieste for Rome on the evening of 27 August 1950,*
